■To THK EniTOU; — 1 am afraid that 
this province of British Columbia — the 
land of the midnight sun, as Mr. Stuart 

Cumberland calls it in his new book —is 

receiving somewhat eccentric treatment 
in the old country friim aonio of those 
who ought to ho its friends. In a recent 
number of tho FurtiiiyhUij Jicview tliere 
are some moat astounding statements by 
Mr. Baillie-Urulunan, to which I desire to 
call the attention of your readers, and at 
the siinio time the attention of the writer 
of the article. He is now in <mr midst, 
we see him in our street.'', we meet him at 
our i;ardeii parties, he visits our hotels, 
and ho was a frcqtientur of our clubs, In 
the article in (piestion this gueat of ours 
says of British Columbia that "it will not 
take many years to bring to an issue the 
(juostion whether tho Queen's birthday or 
tlio 4th of .luly is to he tlie /r^c day of the 
doiiiiiiaiit race;" ami of course such a 
statement iiiaieviewof the standing of the 
Foii II iijhtli/ will be received as true in 
England, if it is not contradicted. As a 
matter of fact the Queen's birthday is ob- 
served here with far greater enthusiasm 
tlwn in the capital of England, and that 
fact was moat especially einphasizod in the 
speech of Admiral .Sir M. Gulme-Seyniour 
at the (jllicial dinner at Esiiuiiiialt last 
24tli of May. He said that notliing gave 
liiiii greater pleasure us an Eiiglishiiian 
tliaii t ho extreme loyalty displayed by all 
the people of tills pmvince on the Queen's 
birthday, and ho said that nowhere else 
was it so universal. 

Leaving, however, what may be called 
iiiattera of opinion, lot us oxaniinu what 
tliis Eiiglisliman - though the)' say that 
he is an Austrian — has ti, say about our 
material condition and development. He 
B.iys that "tho English man-of-war load- 
ing coal at tho only naval and coaling 
station Great Britain possossos on the en- 
tire Pacific littoral of North and South 
America," has to buy the coal from Amer- 
ican owners. Now will anybody with 
aen.se and honesty say tlmt statement is 
true/ Mr. Dunsniuir is by far 
the largest producer of coal in 
British Columbia. Ho, with his 
sons, is the solo owner of the Wellington 
colleriea; and he is not an .American. 
From him, and from him alone, comes 
the coal that siiiiplies the Entdish men-of- 
war, and if Mr. BaiUie-Grohnian knew 
anything of this coast, and wished to 
speak the truth, ho would have said so. 
Indeed nil American nion-of-war on their 
way to Alaska are coaled by Messrs. 
Robert DniiBiiiuir A- .Sons, and have been 
so for many years. After Mr. Duns- 
niuir there is the ypncoiiver„C{ijV7'5e 
pany, i^dncln- 

ovcef^x'y'yiiould have said that "in San 
Francisco, no American csn buy coal ex- 
cejit from British owners, for all the coal 
used there is either from British Colum- 
bia or Australia." That would have been 
t he truth, and that is what an Englishman 
should have said in the FortnighUy 
licvieir. 

Again, Mr. Baillie-Oroliman, our great 
hero, says that, "startling aa it may sound 
it is absolute truth" that American capital 
is building "the only railway line on Van- 
couver Island." To us this is new; can it, 
then, be true y It may be that there is 
some American ca|iital employed in the 
operating of our island railway, but tho 
railway is, in the main and in its priiici- 
[lal characteristics, purely the outcome of 
the enterprise of British Columbia. Mr. 
Dunamuir, a Scotchman, is the president 
and the largest shareholder, and the rail- 
way ia controlled and managed and gov- 
erned from Coveruiiieiit street, Victoria. 
But supposing all that Mr. Baillie-Groh- 
man says is true as regards the einploy- 
moiit of American capital in British Col- 
umbia, are we then to conclude that wo 
are all to throw ofl, in conaei|uence, our 
allegiance to our sovereign the queen T 
Mr. Baillie-tirohinan dares lo say that be 
fore many years "this ipiestioii will come" 
with us in British Columbia "to an issue," 
I . c. , that we shall haul down the Union 
,laek and hoist the Stars and Stripes. Mr. 
Baillie-flroiimaii would no doubt be there 
to help. 

Had a patriotic and intelligent Etiglish- 
maii written an artiide on this subject 
in the Fi'ViniijIitlij liu would have taken a 
very diUereiit line, and have used other 
arguments.

There could bo nothing further from 
the truth than this, and it is strange, in- 
deed, tliat Sir Charles Tupper, a ^;entle- 
man eonver.sant with almost all topics of 
information eoncerning the Dominion, 
should have allowed iiimself to make sucli 
an assertion without lirst ascertaining its 
correctness. The coal mines of 11. Duns- 
nuiir & Sons and those of the Vancouver 
Coal Co. are not operated by one dollar of 
American capital, the former being ex- 
clusively the property of Mr. Dmismmr, 
M. P. K, an energetic citizen of tliis pro- 
vince, and the latter lieing owned by an 
English company. The only American 
capital invested is placed in the Chandler 
mine, wliich is insiginticant in comparison 
witli tlie other roliierios. The only ex- 
cuse which can be allowed Canada's higli 
commissioner for so unwarranted a state- 
ment is that he was led into tlie same er- 
ror as the Toronto .U<((i, wliich e.xtraets 
similar remarks from an article ici the 
FortniijItUij H'.cieic, from the pen of iMr. 
W. Haillie-t;roimi.-imi. For certain rea- 
sons the latter individual has of late been 
given to writing about this province in a 
maimer that cannot be associated with 
truthfulness. Seeing the statements from 
Mr. Grohmann's pen in the Jievicw, and 
knowuig him to be conversant with Brit- 
ish Columbia, tl e high commissiunei has, 
jirobably, taken t lor -.-anted that they 
were correct and mco -poiated tlie remarks 
quoted above into his report.

Mr. Edward Atkinson, of Boston, 
whose diaciissioiis oi i ■ i m iiiie ipiestioiis 
have for the past tuo ir thri:e years re- 
ceived unusual public attent;ioii recently 
delivered a lecture before the Labor Ly- 
ceum of that city of a most practical na- 
ture. From 17,r)00,00(J yards of clolli 
valued at .^1 , KMI.DOO, wliicli is tlie annual 
output of a mill having a million cUillar.s 
of capital, the retiinisarc a-> fnlloH.s when 
the times ari> good. 'I'lii' uwiu r.s rcri-i\ r 
§60,000; the cotton growers, and dealer.^ 
in mill supplies, etc., $85,000; the stjite, 
in ta.ves, ?15,0()0; and the labor immeili- 
ately em|iloye(l I'eei'ives the remainder, 
SD40,()00, or ovor 5 per . uiil.of tlie whole. 
Mr. .-Xtkinson, who is a practical econo- 
mist, appeared la-fore his aiiilieiiee with a 
yard of cotton selling at tij cents per 
yard, and traced back its history to the 
beginning. In doing so, he showed that 
of this 61 cents, Scents were paid for the 
production and transportation of the cot- 
ton; a little more than 1 cents were paid 
the cotton operatives, and the remaining 

cents pays for the mill supplies, wear 
and tear of mauhiiiery, insurance, taxes, 
freight, commission on sales, wages of 
superintendents, atul profits. The profits 
were a fraction of a cent, .,3412 cent per 
yard of cotton. It will thus appear that 
the return of cajiital is less than six per 
cent, on tho amount actually iinested. 
These facta have an important bearing up- 
on the jirevaloiit discussion of the relation 
existing bet w een l.ibiir ami ca|)ital. By 
an iuvcslment of .SI, 10I»,I)I)U, capital re- 
ceives an aiiiuial prolit of .'i'(ifl,(K)0: while 
the immediate employ nieiit of wages 
creates wages to the extent of .SltlO,IJOO. 
In tho present condition of things, all 
attempts on the part of labor to secure a 
larger return, by force, must diminish 
the legitimate prolitsof (■apii.il and make 
the risks attending its iii\ est iio'iit so gri-at 
that the ultimate ull'ecC m :st In- lo dimin- 
ish not only the demand loi lalmr but the 
wages of the laborer. l ider jiieseiit 
conditions, therefore, instead of capital 
being regarded the oi)|)rosaor of the la- 
borer, his work and wages depend eiitiro- 
any clruumacanueB wiiicfl i,Bnu' lo resiricL 

such investments, must inimediately'react 
to the direct lo.ss of the laborer. 

How Kussia lost a golden o|)portuiiity 
at the close of the last war with Turkey 
has just been made public. It is now 
([uito evident that thoro was a time when 
the czjir's tr(jops might have entered t!on- 
stantiiioiile almost without oppnsiiinn. .\t 
tho close of that- iiieiiioi'able contest the 
Turkish army was pr.aetically subdue. 1, 
and a great force of victorious Itussians 
was encamped just outside the walls of 
that city, whose possession had been tho 
central ambition of tlioir nation since the 
days of Peter tho Creal. Ollicers and 
men were anxious to move forward and 
reap the full roward of their triuin[ih, but 
the C!5or hesitateil. Iln was not certain 
how such a stej) Would be viewed by l lio 
powers, and as Russia at tliat time was 
not prepared for a general European war, 
he refused to give t he desired m'ller until 
assured that neither I'higland or.dur 
many would interfere. At length this 
assurance eaino, in the sha])e of repeated 
telegriinm from Count Sohouvaloll", tho 
Russian ambassador at London, to the 
ell'ect that tho way was clear, and hhiL'- 

land would not oppose the occupation if 
■outliorn jiortions of Turkey were left i,i 
herself. Accordingly a disjiateli was sent 
to San Stefiino, m-doring the llusi ianeom- 
mnnders to lead their men into the city.

call) they go to a tcinple and carry the 
idol right oH', at the same time burning a 
bundle' of ihceiiBe-.' ' There are a certain 
class of pebplooalled Tan-kee who profess 
to be disciples of the S])irit represented 
by tho idol, mid to bo able to serve as 
through whom coniiiiunication with the 
Spirit may be held. They work thein- 
lelvos up into a state of frenzy until Liioy 
are apparently senseless, and when they 
are in.B^<$Ii .a gta|ie, the Spirit ia supposed 
to have'gorie into them; tnen they speak a 
Spirit-language which nobody understands 
except the Spirit interpreter, who learns 
this wonderful dialect simply by e.Kpori- 
enco. When a Joas is thu.. consulted, a 
Tan-kee will always accompany the idol 
to tho patient's house; they continence 
their operations by burning iiieonae and 
paper; then, when tho gon>, and drum 
are beaten, tho Tan-kee s[)eaks a 
few words quickly and tlieii ap- 
poara to lose his souses; he jumps about, 

J gesticulates wildly, and moves his head 
ike a madman, for about an hour before 
commtmoing to. deliver ^ eommunications 
from the Spirit;, meantime a great noise 
is kept up by th^ 'dr'um and gong. When 
this dreadful noise ceases, the iutcrjireter 
explains everj'thing that the inediuin lias 
said. Then tho whcilo family, perhaps 
sons and daugiitors, wife and re- 
lations, cry and kneel dnwn before the 
Tan-kee, witli a bundle (if biiniiiif,' inci'iise 
sticks in their hands, and thus seek tu 
enter into conversation with the .Sjiirit 
reiiding in the idul, tlumi^^'h 
the lan-kce and tho iiiterpieter 
If tho patient is very ill, tlio frantic Tan 
kee Win'<su1;~'iii'd''tdheue or arm, and wiite 
a few.'charins with itlie blood; one will be 
posted on the door of the b edrooiii Id 
notify that there is no adnuttniice tu evil 
spirits; one will lie worn by tho ninii, so 
at to frighten awaj' evil spirits or nialiL;- 
nant devila that may be hovering aiimiid, 
and one- w.iU be burnt, ; and its ashes will 
be swallowed by the'pa'tieiit to drive out 
all evil influences from the body, it beiiiL; 
feared that devils might get into the man. 
For a performance like this no change i.s 
made on the first two occasions; but fur 
repetitidni^ thirty, or forty cents, for the 
purchase nf incense will be accepted.

Skhl I'.s'. lluMi'iiRKV — .L P. Walls,claim- 
aut.- — In this case tho sherilf asks mo to 
declare that ho is entitled to be paid out 
the property aei/.ed for his coats of the in- 
t«rj)loader|i8Sue,-'th6 claimant, Mr. Walla, 
having atan'Soined'Kis' claim. 

Tho practice as to these coats of inter- 
pleader is discussed in very numerous 
cases. There are several in idniost every 
volume of Bowling's rojiorts ; very few 
of tboin lay down any iirinciple. The gen- 
eral rule previous to the recent changes 
in the law aeeiUB to havo been that al- 
though tidefcndant, sued by two diflerent 
claimants, goiiorally got his costs of an 
iiiterploader ajiplieation under the first 
part of the Act 1 and 2, Win -Itli, yet a 
.•ilntriff, ajjjilying umlor S. G of the same 
Act, did not got his costs of interpleader. 
Both the'ao propositions seem distinctly 
enunciated and admitted in Diller n. Prick- 
et t (20 L. J. Q. B. 181). Tho principle, 
pei'hapa.is that a defendant being dragged 
into court by two plaintifl's, each ))laiiitifi' 
is reajjonsih'.e for the costs of his action if 
unsnecessfni. A defondaiit, therefore, in- 
terpleading Lji'ts his costs. But a sherilf 
is not dragged into court, nor compelled 
t:o t/uke these interpleader proceedings ; he 
comes there for hia own protection ; and 
it is said by Taunton, .L, in Bowdler i\ 
-Smith (1 Dowding, '118) that the rule was 
very early laid down that he should have 
no costs ; the act is suflicieiitly beiielicial 
to him without costs. Lord .'Vliinger 
.'igain in Boswick v. Thomas (7 Dowling, 
■toH) is to the same effect. '^The execu- 
tion ertul i t or( who was there the unsucceasf ul 
party) must pay the claimant's costs ; hut 
the slierill' is not entitled to costs; he is 
not bound to come into court (/. c. 
on interpleaih^r) ; ho conies here for 
his own iirotectioii; and if he pre- 
fers so doing to taking an indem- 
nity, that is no ireason why ho shoQld 
have costs." At all events whore the ox- 
eciition creditor is the Biiccossfiil party t.i 
the issue, he c. mid not, according to the 
oilier c-ises, be ordered ti.i [lay the sherilf 
his .'osts of interpleading. He was only 
liable to the sherilf for those steps which 
he had instructed him to take; and tho 
execution creditor certainly never in- 
slriieted the sheriff to interplead. But 
unless I be sherilf has a right to costs as 
I'.gainsi the execution creditor, he cannot 
claim to be piiid out of the fund in court; 
and this part icnlar a]iplicatioii would, un- 
der t he old practice, luive been refused 
with costs. There is, moreover, a decis- 
ion of the court of exchequer on appeal 
|>lnit the costs inoutioned in s. fi of tho In- 
: 'I'ple.i.lcr act ri^fer solely to the costs of 
ihe [lar! ies to t ho issue, and do not in- 
clude the sheriirs cost. (Jones i>. Lewis, 
8 M. & W,, 259.) But there is a case of 
Cox r. Ftjiiii, in 7 Dowling, 50, where so 
c:irefr»l a judge as Parke, B., caid: - "If 
there were anything lo show that the C' 
duct of the parties was vexatious, the 
sheriff ought to be paid. " .-Viid 1 am of 
opinion that tho claimant's cunduct 
here was vuxatious, and that his claim 
ought never to have been put forwai-d, 
being ciiiirely without foundation. That 
w.is my opinion when 1 directed the issue 
in the lirsl instance. I believe Ihe judges 
w ho .sat on I hi; apjieal were of the same 
opinion; an. I in fact the claiiiiaiit has now 
abandone'l his pr. icee.lings witimut goinji 
!o a trial. .\nd I think in (lispusing of 
• his issue an order Would, under the ohl 
practice, have boon, made that the clilim 
ant do pay to the sheriff all his costs there 
of, ini'liiding of course his costs .if appc'al 
iir; b.More 1 111! ciurt on the appeal. I'his 
w.jul.l be iiu' opinion irrespective ..f 
the .1 iidiciUire act. But there ;ire two 
rat her l.ile cases in tho court ..f .'qipcal, 
which I think extend the piris.lici loii 
peifeel ly ill ciif. .rmity with pisticc'; and 
whieli c ilichiibj t he p.ii ill ill facr u{ t he 
sherilf; not enHlihog hmi imleed 
ti retain bis co^ts out uf this 
ftin.l. or to be paid out) of 
any jiarticular fund; but in c.r ixiiii: 
Streeti^r IDtli, D. 222 in which I'.eswick r. 
'riiomas and D irlow .■. .Smith were cited, 
tho court of appeal de.'ided that the 
slierill was now entitled to his costs of in- 
terple.'ideriisagainst the unsuccessful party 
to the issue, quite irrespective of the 
quest ion of vcx.wtioii, intimated by Parke 
B, in Cox I'. Feun (which was not cited); 
and ill the more recent case of Smith r. 
Darluw i:2(; Ch. D. 005) where Mr. ,). (_'hil- 
ty had ordered the ]),iyuieiit by an nnsiu; 
cessful claimant (follow ing ptirtf .Stree- 
ter, 'i[)pareiitly) and the slierill' apjieal.'.l, 
urging that he was (as the sheritl' n.nv 
urges) entitled to rcco.q) himself out of 
the levy, the conrl of a[i|ieid apiiroviiig 
Mr. .1. Cliitty's order as llie form to be 
trenerally followed, said that if the 
Sherifl' preferred the security of tho exe- 
cution creditor, he was entitled to have 
it, and ordered accordingly that the exe- 
cution creditor should pay the sherilf 
these costs, wit h a remedy o\ er against 
the unsuccessful claimant, but they did 
not ..r.ler that the sheriff was to be at 
liberty t.i rcliiin the amount out i>! tho 
the levy. 1 shall therefore mako the 
same order as was made by the court of 
appeal in that case. The sheriff is dourly 
accordiiiix to these two last cases entitled 
to retain counsel to sustain bis rights, 
and of course his costs will include the 
costs of the appeal and the issue, unless 
the court of appeal has already dealt with 
tho costs otherwise.
